Half-baked ‘‘iniellectuals’’|in earnest now, and the end, we 


may hope, is almost in sight.

THE RUSSIAN OFFENSIVE 


eeiaemiinnaman 


For the first time sinee the 
Czar of Russia was set down and 
began hoeing potatoes the Rus. 
sians are fighting. Von Hinden- 
burg sent a proposal for an armi- 
stice to the Russiaris, asking them 
to cease fighting until the last 
of September, and their answer 
was a furious attack on the Ger. 
mans and Austrians along the 
Galacian front. . The Teutons 
were driven back, many of them 
were killed and wounded, and 
more than 19,000 weré taken 
prisoners. Very good for a be- 
ginning. The Russian army is 
said to be in first class condition, 
and are fighting with great spirit 
and zeal under their famous com- 
mander, General. Brusiloff, and 
the heroic Minister of war, Alex- 
ander Kerensky. 

The re-entrance of Russia into 
the war, well armed and equip- 
ped with plenty of ammunition,} 
means much to the ‘Allies. Al- 
ready, it is reported, Von Hin- 
denburg has been sent to the Aus- 
trian headquarters to see what 
he can do to turn the tide. Tt 
is the Russian intention to split 
the German and Austrian forces 
in two and then destroy the Aus- 
trians. The Russians always have 
found the Austrians easy prey—. 
nearly a million of them are in 
Siberia now in prison camps. Ii 
Brusiloff sueceeds in his inten- 
tions it probably will put Aus 
tria out of the fighting. She is 
tired of it now, and has been 
seeking peace at almost any 
terms for four months. This will 
leave the Allies free to turn their 
whole attention to Germany. with 
millions of Russians attacking on 
‘be East and Americans 
French and British, 
perhaps by Italians, 
‘hem on the West. The Russians 
campaign means much, as we 
iave said, and it is not impos- 
ible that it may mean the end 


of things for the Tentons.
